EACH MEASURE ANALYZED 

Mr, Mather briefly disctissed 

each measure and indicated his 
present attitude in voting on each 
one, Following is a brief sum- 
mary of Mr. Mather’s personal 
beliefs about the various meas- 
ures: 
No. 1—Act prohibiting secon- 
dary boycotts and “hot cargo” 
practices. Mr. Mather will vote 
“No” because it “goes too far in 
indirect legal liability.” 

No. 2—An act providing for 
annual (instead of biennial) tegis- 
lative sessions, each session being 
limited to 60 days, Mr. Mather 
will vote “No” because there ts 
no provision for longer sessions” 
and he considers that when a 
change is made it should be 
properly made. 

No. 8—Basic science medical 
act. Mr. Mather, wfll_ vote 
“No.” While recognizing it ts an 
apparent attempt to ratse the 
sfandards of the healing art pro- 
fession, he does not believe it 
will accomplish much and will

aq The Hot Cargo and Secondary Boycott bill was passed 
by the Legislature as a war measure, valid only for the dur- 
ation of the war emergency period, to preclude stoppages 
of production and interference with the handling and de- 
livery of vital materials. Many responsible labor leaders, 
realizing the danger of such extreme labor weapons in the 
hands of irresponsible or even subversive hot-heads, have 
voluntarily pledged themselves to abandon their use for the 
duration. 

But now, through the referendum of Proposition One, a 
zainority of men in union power are seeking to prevent the 
Hot Cargo and Secondary Boycott bill from taking effect as 
Jaw. Should they succeed, they would not only place crit- 
geal war production in jeopardy, but would put the over- 
owhelming majority of patriotic workers, who are proud of 
their service as soldiers of production, and proud of the 
Army and Navy ‘‘E”’ flags flying over many of their plants,

Imagine the case of a worker, engaged in transporting 
ammunition that may be used by his own son fighting under 
MacArthur, being told to walk off the job because some 
minor labor czar decides the material is ‘‘hot cargo’’! There 
ig no excuse whatever, while the nation fights for its life, 
for situations where a worker’s patriotism is arbitrarily 
placed in conflict with his loyalty to his union. 

If the Hot Cargo and Secondary Boycott law is upheld 
by a heavy majority on November 3, which seems highly 
probable, this victory for labor harmony in war-time pro- 
duction will be gained in large part because thousands of 
California workers, resentful at being so unfairly put on

WITHOUT DELAY 


Dimout is coming to Upland 
along with other communities cz 
specified by 
the army, and the army means to 
put teeth into its proclamation 
and see that it ig enforced, Up- 
land city council was informed 
last night. 

City Manager R. G. Mantey 
yesterday afternoon attended a 
meeting at the Hiintington Hotel 
in Pawtadena called by army offi- 
cialg for the purpose of giving 
city officials specific information 
concerning requirements of the 
dimout proclamation, and brought 
home with him for presentation to 
the council a uniform dimout or- 
dinance prepared by the army 
which the army asks ail cit'es to 
enact. 

DEMAND ENFORCEMENT 

It was pointed out at the Pasa- 
dena meeting that as a result of 
submarine activity along the 
coast, cities will have to make the 
dimout effective at once in order 
to avoid enforcement by martial 
law. The army can step In and 
enforce its measures, but it is 
presenting the ordinance and it 
prefers to have local enforcement 
with violators prosecutéd in city 
courts, in accordance with uni-: 
form requirements and fines, As 
the result of submarine attacks, 
many bodies are now being wash- 
ed up on Pacific shores, it was 
said. Pike 

Outlining steps which will have 
to be taken at once by the city 
and by citizens to conform with 
dimout regulations, Mr. Manley 
said that street lights and lights 
in homes will have to be properly 
shaded. : : 








SHADE LIGHTS 
Street lights of the electrolier 
type will have to have globes 
painted over the top and down the 
sides to a point below the fila- 
light sources.
